A Cold Day for the Georgia 
Exposition. 


BARNES'S EMBARRASSING POSITION. 


Hie Mad to Vote Against Augusta Because He 
Was Opposed to the Atlanta Appro- 
priation—And Georgia Gets FT eft. 


Wasuixcton, August 7.—[Special.}—The 
Anupgieta exposition was again knocked out to- 
day, so far as a government appropriation is 
concerned. However, Atianta’s colored expo 
sition fared no better, and both: were squelched 
for the time being. 

It vii day in the house, but as 
our own fepresentatives deserted their 
state in the hour of need, it was but natural 
that Georgia’s chances of getting appropria- 
tions for expositions should have fallen below 
par. The Georgia congressmen were, how- 
ever, put in 

. AN EMBARRASSING POSITION, 
‘Particularly Major Barnes, who had to vote 
against Augusta because he was opposed to 
theappropriation asked for by Atlanta. The 
others knew how they wanted to yote, but 
were apparently afraid to vote at al! until 
forced to. 

Here is what occurred. When the honse 
met Mr. Outhwait, of Ohio, by unanimous 
consent, called wp the senate bill appropriat- 
dng #410,000 for @ government exhibit at the 
Columbus, Ohiv, exposition, 

Mr. Wise, of Virginia, after consultation 
with Maior Barnes, introduced an amendment 
to divide any surplus of appropriations made 
for tie Ohio Yalley centennial between the 
Augusta and Richmond expositions. Both Mr. 
Wise and Major Barnes spoke in favor of this. 
As seon as they coneluded, however, Mr. Hen- 
dersou, of Lowa, offered an amendment appro- 
priating $250.000 to aid the Atlanta Colored 
exposition to be held in 1889 and 1890. He 
argued that iffcongress gave aid to help her 
expositions it should certainly be afforded to 
a struggling race which wished to show its ad- 
yancement aiter generations of slavery. 

Mr. Warner then arose and said he did not 
think Kansas City should be left out, and of- 
fered an amendment appropriating $40,000 for 
that exposition. 

GEORGIANS IN A QUANDARY. 

Then the vote was taken upon the various 
amendments, and here is where the Georgia 
delegation was placed ina quandary. When the 
vote was taken upon the Augusta and Rich- 
mond amendment, Major Barnes was the only 
Georgian who voted at all. He,of course, voted 
aye. The balance of the delegation woud not 
vote, although many were in their seats: Then 
the next vote was on the Atlanta amendment. 
Judge Crisp veted against it, but the others of 
the delegation retained their seats in silence. 

When the Kansas city one came up Judge 
Crisp again voted no, and so did’ Mr. Carlton, 
but the others still remained mute. All the 
‘ameudments, however, passed, and then a vote 
was taken on the third reading “Of the 
bill. The yeas and nays were demanded, and 
although the amendments passed, the third 
reading was defeated by a vete fof 65 to 5, 
and the biitwent-ever indefiniteiy. 

HOW THEY VOTED. 

On this ve.e, which includes both the At- 
Janta And Acgusta exposition appropriations, 
Judge Crisp, Mr. Candler and Mr. Turner 
voted no on the first roli call. Major Barnes 
and Mr. Carlton waited for the second and 
they too then voted no. 

Thus it will be seen that Major Barnes was 
placed in such a position that he voted against 
his own city and the amendment which he 
worked so hard to get through in order to de- 
feat the Atlanta amendment, to which he was 
opposed on constitutional grounds. 

Messrs. Blount, Stewart, Grimes, Clements 
and Norwood were absent while this was going 
on in the house,. and when Mr. Henderson 
was endeavoring to get $200,000 for the At- 
anta exposition Senator Palmer was trying to 
get $400,000 for it in the senate. He called up 
the bill, but Senator Beck ebjected and it 
again went over. It is understood that Sena- 
tors Beck and George will oppose the bil! 
when it does come up. 

AS TO ILLINOIS. 

A few days ago there appeared & these dis- 
patches an interview with Representative F. 
Lawier, of Illinois, in which be expressed the 
Opinion that the democrats would carry IIli- 
nois next fall.

All 
the political happenings are encouraging to 
our ehances.”’

Tennessee Republicans Discouraged by the 
Kesult of the Recent Elections. 

NASHVILLE, August 7.—[Special.]—The 
county elections held in Tennessee last Thurs- 
day has settled two questions that have been 
uppermost in the public mind, and determined 
beyond doubt the weight of two hitherto un- 
known elements in the November election, In 
every county the party lines were closely 
drawn and the contest was hot, because it was 
known that on the result of these county elec- 
tions would hinge the result in the legislative, 
state and national elections 'n November. 

In every county the republicans made a des- 
perate effort to capture the office of sheriff, as 
in Tennessee the sheriff appoints all election 
officers and has contre] of the election machin- 
ery. Butin every county, in every section of 
the state, there were substantial democratic 
gains. In many counties a democratic sheriff 
was elected for the first time in twenty-five 
years. In Davidson county, which went re- 
publican in 1886, the democrats had nearly 
four thousand majority. Shelby county, which 
ounce was close, went overwhelmingly demo- 
cratic. In republican Kuoxville the. demo- 
crats gained largely and only. utter lack of 
organization prevented them from carrying 
the county.

The republicans have been in consultation 
here over the way things have gone, and have 
advised John C, Dougherty, member of the 
national republiean committee from Tennes- 
see,fand secretary of the committee, that, in 
their opinien, it awed be folly to send money’ 
into fennessee with the hope of carrying it.

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The Braves at Standing Rock 
Refuse to Sign, 
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AND THE COMMISSIONERS ARE TiRED. 


Chief Gall and Two Packs Speak in the 
Council—The Commissioners Will Ge 
Now to Cheyenne 


Curaaco, Til., Augast 7.—A dispateh from 
Standing Kock, Dak., says: From develep- 
ments Sunday it was believed that the confer- 
ence between the commissioners and Indians 
would be closed yesterday, but the commis- 
sioners avoided defeat by refusing to confer 
before Wednesday. In the meantime, Agent 
McLaugzhiin, who has wonderful infiuence 
with the Indians, will. work night and-day in 
eamp and atthe agency to convert the red- 
skins. Hehas the contidence of the Indians 
aud they believe what he says. He has suf- 
fered but one defeat since the 
conference opened. The Indians have 
remained at the agency for fifteen days out of 
respect for him. They have behaved remark- 
abiy well and caine in every day, as he req“est- 
ed, but when he told them that they should 
take the text of the treaty as printed in their 
language and read it in their camps, they re- 
fused. 

At Sunday night’s private Indian cenncil, 
Chief Gail, Tyo Packs aid others spoke, and 
alter venting their oft-repeated objections to 
the treaty, discussed the question of 
rations and other topics pleasant to 
the tribe. Gall advised his camp to listen 
respecfully to what the commissioners had to 
say, and then to render a final decision and re- 
turn to their farms. He told the represetita- 
tives of the Indians at, the upper camps who 
have reported favorable to the-course to have 
criers announce throughout the camp théir 
intention to attend and have them all present, 

The most sensational news that has been re- 
ceived in camp was that brought by four In- 
dians who were sent to the Jower agencies’ to 
ascertain the feeling among tle reds there and 
to report their decision. ‘The Indians all gath- 
ered in council to hear the report, which was 
to the effect that the Indians of the lower 
ageucies have decided to sign neither aftirma- 
tive nor negative papers. Ikunuers state that 

+ Jower braves say that they will 

not sign, whether their Standard Rock breth- 
rendoornot. Itwas thisnews which, get- 
ting to the ears of the cominissioners, caused 
them to postpone the conference until Wednes- 
day. 
‘Bhe news from the lower agency has had an 
eyil effect, for itis aiding Gall and the other 
chiefs to hold their followers in line against 
the treaty, and adds to the fear which is en- 
tertained by those who have been 
friendly. Gall, John Grass, Mad 
Bear and Big Head Say they 
will never sign, and this means that they never 
will consent to the signing of any Indian under 
their control. Runners have been sent back 
to the lower agencies with a report froin the 
chiefs here that they wil! sign. 

Sitting Bull’s visit to the commissioners has 
been the subject of much discussion among 
the Indians who have listened to his advice 
against signing. They have not much ¢ause 
for suspicion or doubt, however, as, since his 
social call, he has stated emphatically that he 
ig opposed to the treaty. ‘Notwithstanding all 
these discouraging facts, there is hope that by 
Wednesday a large number wiil be ready, to 
aecept the treaty, and that when the call “or 
signatures is ade a break in favor of the 
opening of the reservation will be made. One 
thing is certain, signatures must be procured 
soon or not at all, for the Indians are prepar- 
ing to leave the agency and return to their 
farims.

Address the Crowd—Captain Howell, Hon. 
Wellborn Bray, Colonel Hulsey and 
Others Give Their Views of the 
Committee's Action.

it is not often that such enthusiasm is mani- 
fested. It is only when occasions of great 
emergency, upon some unusual calamity is 
impending, that such scenes as those of yester- 
day can be witnessed. As men inet each other 
they spoke, without the formality of introduc- 
tion, and, clasping hands, expressed at once 
their disapproval of the scheme which has so 
enraged the people. 

Early in the morning carpenters began the 
work of placing the platform at the artesian 
well. There was not a moment of the day 
that asmall group could not be seen around 
the workmen discussing the meeting. 

One gentleman who has voted the dry 
ticket every time heretofore said: “I 
cannot consent that the democracy of the 
county shall become secondary to the schemes 
of one-idea men.”’ 

‘*VYes,”’ said another, ‘‘we have been denying 
with indignation the assertion euade by north- 
ern politicians that it was impossible to hold 
fair elections in the south. We have downed 
the bloody shirt orators, and now, when we are 
about to down the men who denounce our 
elections, here comes Jim Gray, W. J. Albert, 
Tom Corrigan and others, who say that the 
democracy is so dishonest that it cannot be 
trusted to conduct its own primary elections. 
According to Judge Anderson, a Fulton 
county democrat can only be trusted so long as 
he is watched, and when you cease to watch 
him, he will go to repeating.

In yesterday's impression of Tur Con- 
STITUTION there appeared a communication 
from “Some Members of the Executive 
Committee,’ in which a violent effort is 
made to justify the Bull-Pen system of nom- 
inating candidates for office. The commu- 
nication isa very rambling affair, but the 
logic of it is that any attempt on the part of 
the democratic party of Fulton county to 
protest against the rulings of the committee 
is not only in the nature of a bolt, but is a 
movement against prohibition. 

This communication is so ridiculous in its 
conception and so undignified in its style 
that we are led to believe it was written in 
great haste and that ‘‘some of the executive 
committee’ had no opportunity to revise it. 
The county executive committee, instead of 
being the boss of the party, is a mere crea- 
ture thereof, and is appointed to carry out 
the wishes and desires of the party. If the 
committee, in this instance, had taken the 
trouble to confer with any number of influ- 
ential democrats, it would never have made 
the mistake of attempting to inaugurate the 
Bull-Pen system in Fulton county. 

There is one fact that becomes apparent 
in the communication of “some members of 
the committee,’ and in some of the squibs 
they caused to be printed, and that is that 
they seem to think more about tbe issues of 
prohibition and anti-prohibition than they 
do about the democratic party.

Georgia's Fimaneial Strength. 

The New York Financier of last week 
contained a strong editorig] of considerable 
length upon. the recent sale of $1,900,000 of 
Georgia four andahalf per cent bonds to 
the Mutual Life Insurance company? of 
New York. These bends, it will be recol- 
lected, were dated January Ist, 1859, ma- 
turing in series of $100,000 each from: Jan- 
uary Ist, 1898, to 1916 inclusive. 

It was found, after the bids were all in, 
that the Mutual Life had made the highest 
bid, 104}, for the whole issue, and it was 
accepted. Speaking of this transaction, 
the Financier says: 

The aggregate value of property in Georgia by 
asse-sment of 18:7 was $341,504,921.00, an increase 
since 1879 of $106,515,373.00. The property of colored 
citizens was $5,939,479.00, an inerease over 1579 of 
$5,757,097; a proportionate increase somewhat greater 
than that of the white property holders, a fact 
whict goes to show that both raees are progressing 
in about equal ratio in ownership of property, and 
are living in mutual harmony and helpfulness, The 
state tax on property in this state is 37 7-10 cenis on 
the $100 of assessed valuation, arate reasonably low, 
but ample with the other income of the state to pro- 
vide for ail its current requirements, 

The state of Georgia owns more public property 
than issufficient to pay her pubhicdebt. The an- 
nual rental of $300,000, derived from one railroad 
which the state owus, (he Western and Atlantic, 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga) would be nearly suffi- 
cient to pay full interest on her whole debt, funded 
on the basis of this $1,°0),000 loan, and that road 
would sell for enough almostto pay offher entire 
debt, it being estimated at a value of $3,000,000, and 
138 miles in length. 

Apart from this isthe fact that $)11,504,021.00 of 
her citizens’ property is chargeable with this. debt 
of $3,585,440. In short she owns $0. for every $1 that 
she owes. Further, she cannot increase her bonded 
debt, except to savethe state trom invasion, defend 
{tin war and to provide for casual deficiencies in 
her state revenue not exceeding the limited amount 
of $200,000,

on imbedded in her constitution, requirimg $100,000 
to be raised each year to pay off and retire tie bonds 
of the state, and under the same constitutional en- 
actmentis pledged all her preperty to. pay her

Such an arrangement would proba- 
bly have no effect on the present state of 
alfairs, but it would certainly prevent the 
squeezing of thefarmersin the future. _ 

This is a matter that will have to be dealt 
with in a practical way. Nothing can be 
accomplished by ascribing the trust to the 
operations of the tariff, far there are hun- 
‘dreds of manufactured articles, dutiable 
under the tariff, on which no trust could by 
any possibility be formed; and there are 
other products, bearing no relation to the 
tariff whatever, which are peculiarly invit- 
ing to the greed that has capital to back it, 

We may say here that the bagging trust 
is engaged in a grand work, if its operations, 
vicious as they now seem to be, will have 
the effect of convincing our people that it is 
to their interest to manufacture their cotton 
bagging at home. Im this way they will 
not only establish new industries and thus 
add to the resources of our seetion, but 
they will retain at home for circulation 
among themselves the vast sums of money

FOR HAMMOND. 


The Courthouse Meeting Essen- 
tially for Him. 


The Bull-Pen Touched Upon Slightly —Judge 
Hammond Reviews Mr. Rice's 
Record—Other Speeches. 

At eight o’: lock last night, the hour set for 
the meeting atthe court house, there were 
just eighty-one persons, including several boys, 
in the basement of the court house. 

Outside, seven horns and a spare drum were 
discoursing sweet music. 

A few minutes later a base drum put in an 
appearance on the scene and the crowd was 
slightly augmented. Then the band moved 
into the hall and played several tunes. 

It was twenty minutes past eight when 
Judge Pendleton called the meeting to order 
and suggested Colonel John Thomas as chair- 
man. ‘There were then by actual count one 
hundred and eighty-four then and boys—the 
seven drums and two horns not counted—in 
the hall. Otherscame in during the early 
speeches, probably seyenty-ijive inall. Toa 
general observer the hall had the appearance 
of being about half fall. 

WHO WERE THERE. 

Among the prominent gentlemen present 
were noticed Messrs. Green Dodd, Phil Dodd, 
Rev. J. W. Lee, Hooper Alexander, Jim

A HAMMOND MEETING. 
It was a Hammond meeting. 
The call was for a meeting of those demo- 


crats who indorsed the sweat box bull-pen > 


policy of the county executive committee, bat 
it was evident that everybody considered the 
senatorial fight the main matter under consid 
eration. Judge Hammond was the principal 
speaker, and he devoted most of his time to 
the senatorial question. 

There was but little indication of this bent in 
the opening remarks of the chairman. Colonel 
Thomas took party discipline as his text, said 
that even at his agee he would go into one of 
the “sweat boxes’’ if the democratic conven- 
tion so ordered, and suggested it would be a 
good thing for some of ‘‘the otherside,” as 
they might sweat out some of the whisky in 
them. He pointed to Dr. W, H. Fulton and 
Hon. T. M. Norwood as examples of the polit- 
ical fate of those who strayed away into the 
folds of independentism. 

As soon as Colonel Thomas had finished, 
Mr. Henry Hillyer started a call for ‘‘Ham- 
mond.” 

JUDGE HAMMOND WAS CHEERED 
when he rose from the front seat he had occu- 
pied, and waiked to the speaker's desk. 

Judge Hammond, in his first remarks, said 
that he thought it the duty of a candidate for 
office to express his opinions publicly. He 
told of his challenge to Mr. Rice and the lat- 
ter’s refusal toa joint debate. He charged 
that Mr. Rice had refused to give his opinions 
on any public question. Mr. Rice, he said, 
has declared in favor of the present local 
option law. That law means either absolute 


freedom of sale or absolute prohibition with-- 


out the right of even selling liquor for medi- 
cinal purposes. Which is Mr. Rice for? , The 
greatest evil of the age is the sale of liquor by 
the drink in barrooms. 

‘‘T am not afraid’ he continued, ‘‘to have 
everbody know how I stand. I would iike to 
know where there is a person who will defend 
barrooms. The Black Maria is going at a 
gallop every minute of the day, bringing tothe 
lockup men who are dead drunk. 
room is a curse Without one redeeming feature. 
I think the local option law ought to be so 
amended as to permit of sale for medicinal 
purposes. Although Iam not the prohibition 
candidate, yet itis so well known that I am 
opposed to barrooms, that a large proportion 
of the prohibition vote has drifted to my side.” 

Judge Hammond cglled Mr. Rice the candi- 
date of the M. A. B’s. He thought it child’s 
play to speak of prohibition as a dead issue; he 
believed in intelligent agitation and when a 
law is passed which prohibits the sale in bar- 
rooms an advance wil! have been mide, 

Judge Hammond said he opposed the sale of 
the state road and favored jastice and fairness 
to all concerned in the matter of betterments. 

THE COMMITTEE’S ACTION, 


He had announced himself a candidate sub- 
ject to the democratic nomination, and would} 


submit to any plan which the committee saw 
fit to decide upon. He had not attended the 
caucuses for the purpose of affecting their 
acticn. Mr. Rice had attempted to dictate that 
a primary should be held and what sort of a 
primary it should be. He will be satisfied 
with an unrestricted primary and nothing 


else 
wPhat sort of a primary is productive of the 
worst kind of fraud,’’ he continued. ‘Every 
intelligent man knows that. But if the demo- 
cratic committee had ordered a primary, I 
should have gone into it, but never would have 
permitted an illegal vote to be cast.’’ 

As to the particniar plan adopted, he said 
that the court house was large and airy, with 
large and spacious halls and rooms, while 
the compress had held 4,700 chairs during the 
Moody meetings. The people, he thought, 
would be willing to undergo a little discom- 
fort if necessary. 

‘But Lam not here to defend the commit- 
tee. It was made up of good men who could 
do that. The planis as fair for one as for 
the other—isn’t it?” 

MR. BICE’S RECORD, 

Then Judge Hammond spoke of Mr. Rice’s 
record. He said, by way of illustration, that 
Mr. Rice had been elected to the council upon 
@ fusion ticket as a strong prohibitionist. The 
committee had some deubts about his stand- 
ing, so they interviewed him on the subject 
and took the precaution to get his views in 
writing. Then Juadge Hammond read from a 
CONsTITUTION of September Yth, 1886, in 
which Colonel Rube Arnolki expresses his 
opinions of Mr. Rice.

The Courthouse Meeting Essen- 
tially for Him. 


The Bull-Pen Touched Upon Slightly —Judge 
Hammond Reviews Mr. Rice's 
Record—Other Speeches. 

At eight o’ lock last night, the hour set for 
the meeting atthe court house, there were 
just eighty-one persons, including several boys, 
in the basement of the court house. 

Outside, seven horns and a spare drum were 
discoursing sweet music. 

A few minutes later a base drum put in an 
appearance on the scene and the crowd was 
slightly augmented. Then the band moved 
into the ha}l and played several tunes. 

It was twenty minutes past cight when 
Judge Pendleton called the meeting to order 
and suggested Colonel John Thomas as chair- 
man. There were then by actual count one 
hundred and eighty-four men and boys—the 
seven drums and two horns not counted—in 
the hall. Others came in during the early 
speeches, probably seventy-five in all. Toa 
general observer tle hall had the appearance 
of being about half full. 

WHO WERE THERE. 

Among the prominent gentlemen present 
were noticed Messrs. Green Dodd, Phil Dodd, 
Rev. J. W. Lee, Hooper Alexander, Jim

Westmoreland, Judge Hammond, Judge An- 
derson, R. A. Hemphill, F. M. Richardson, 
Jack Stewart, T. B. Brady, Frank Arnold, 
Judve Pendleton, Captain R. J. Redding, 
Senator Pringle and others. Messrs. Martin 
Amorous and Frank O'Bryan were lookers-on 
at the edge of the crowd, as was Senator Prin- 
gle, president of the Georgia Temperance asso- 
ciation. 

A HAMMOND MEPFTING. 

It was a Hammond meeting. 

The call was for a meeting of those demo- 
crats who indorsed the sweat box bull-pen 
policy of the county executive committee, but 
it was evident that everybody considered the 
senatorial fight the main matter under consid 
eration. Judge Hammond was the principal 
speaker, and he devoted most of his time to 
the senatorial question. 

There was but little indication of this bent in 
the opening remarks of the chairman. Colonel 
Thomas took party discipline as his text, said 
that even at his age» he would go into one of 
the “sweat boxes’’ if the democratic conven- 
tion so ordered, and suggested it would be a 
good thing for some of ‘‘the otherside,’’ as 
they might sweat out some of the whisky in 
them. He pointed to Dr. W, H. Fulton and 
Hon. T. M. Norwood as examples of the pollt- 
ical fate of those who strayed away into the 
folds of independentism. 

As soon as Colonel Thomas had finished, 
Mr. Henry Hillyer started a call for ‘‘'Ham- 
mond.” 

JUDGE HAMMOND WAS CHEERED 
when he rose from the front seat he had occu- 
pied, and walked to the speaker’s desk. 

Judge Hammond, in his first remarks, said 
that he thought it the duty of a candidate for 
office to express his opinions publicly. He 
told of his challenge to Mr. Rice and the lat- 
ter’s refusal to a joint debate. He charged 
that Mr. Rice had refused to give his opinions 
on any public question. Mr. Rice, he said, 
has declared in favor of the present local 
option law. That law means either absolute 
freedom of sale or absolute prohibition with- 
out the right of even selling liquor for medi- 
cina]l purposes. Which is Mr. Rice for? The 
greatest evil of the age is the sale of liquor by 
the drink in barrooms.. 

“Tam not afraid’’ he continued, ‘‘to have 
everbody know how I stand. I would iike to 
know where there is a person who will defend 
barrooms. The Black Maria is going at a 
gallop every minute of the day, bringing to the 
lockup men who are dead drunk. The bar- 
room is a curse Without one redeeming feature. 
I think the local option law ought to be so 
amended as to permit of sale for medicinal 
purposes. Although Iam not the prohibition 
candidate, yet itis so well known that I am 
opposed to barrooms, that a large proportion 
of the prohibition vote has drifted to my side.” 

Judge Hammond called Mr. Rice the candi- 
date of the M. A. B’s. He thought it child’s 
play to speak of prohibition as a dead issue; he 
believed in intelligent agitation and when a 
law is passed which prohibits the sale in bar- 
rooms an advance will have been mide, 

Judge Hammond said he opposed the sale of 
the state road and favored justice and fairness 
to al] concerned in the matter of betterments. 

THE COMMITTEE'S ACTION, 

He had announced himself a candidate sub- 
ject to the democratic nomination, and would 
submit to any plan which the committee saw 


fit to decide upon. He had not attended the 


caucases for the purpose of affecting their 
acticn. Mr. Rice had attempted to dictate that 
a primary should be held and what sort of a 
primary it should be. He will be satisfied 
with an unrestricted primary and nothing 
else, 

“That sort of a primary is productive of the 
worst kind of fraud,’’ he continued. ‘‘Every 
intelligent man knows that. But if the demo- 
cratic committee had ordered a primary, I 
should have gone into it, but never would have 
permitted an illegal vote to be cast.”’ 

As tothe particular plan adopted, he said 
that the court house was large and airy, with 
large and spacious halls and rooms, while 
the compress had held 4,700 chairs during the 
Moody meetings.- The people, he thought, 
would be willing to undergo a little discom- 
fort if necessary. 

‘But lam not here to defend the commit- 
tee. It was made up of good men who could 
do that. The planis as fair for one as for 
the other—isn’t it?” 

MR. RICE’S RECORD, 

Then Judge Hammond spoke of Mr. Rice’s 
record. He said, by way of illustration, that 
Mr. Rice had been elected to the council upon 
a fusion ticket as a strong prohibitionist. The 
committee had some doubts about his stand- 
ing, so they interviewed him on the subject 
and took the precaution to get his views in 
writing. Then Judge Hammond read from a 
Constitution of September th, 1886, in 
which Colonel Rube Arnold expresses his 
opinions of Mr. Rice. On the first test case— 
the Fischer case—Mr Rice .voted with the 
atis to grant a license. 

AN EPISODE. 

In explaining the circumstances of the 
Fisher case, Judge Hammond had said that 
Fisher put a partition in his store and rented 
out half of it, in that way getting the consent 
of his next door neighbor. 

Mr. Martin Amorous, who was in the back 
of the hall, asked pormission to correct the 
speaker.

Henry Hillyer Speaks. 

Mr. Henry Hillyer was called for and was 
warmly cheered. He began by recalling the 
senatorial race two years ago, when Mr. Rice, 
after a thousand ballots, consented to the nom- 
ination going to Cobb county. Mr. Rice at 
that time declared that he was a prohibitionist 
first, last and al] the time, and expected to 80 
remain. ‘Timeschange and men change with 
them, bat principles never.” 

Continuing Mr. Hillyer said: 

“Notwithstanding the defection of Mr. Rice, 
itis stilltrue that the prohibitionists are in 
the majority in the democratic party in Fulton 
county. The anti-prohibitionists say: ‘Don’t 
carry this thing Into politics.” What does 
that mean? It means that the anti-pronibi- 
tionists want to name ail the officers. 
| pny ago and applause.} I want tosay that 

am a democrat and a prohibitionist, and it 
will take a much larger crowd than they have 
to drive me out of the party. Weare in our 
father’s house and we intend to stay there.’’ 
{ Vociferous applause. } 

The speaker gave a humorous account of 
the mass meeting held a few weeks ago, when 
the committee was made up. 

The audience applauded the speaker as he 
made his points, Continuing, Mr. Hillyer said: 
“Tam opposed unalterably to corrupting the 
democratic party with the negro vote. I never 
saw a colored democrat who was any account. 
{Laughter.| I warn the anti-prohibitionists 
that there is powerin the white vote of Ful- 
ton county. Now, I want to say a few words 
about the action of the committee. What has 
the committee done that # so wonderful? 
Why, anyone coming here during the last few 
days would believe a cyclone had struck At- 
lanta. Everybody who knows anything about 
politics in Fulton county knows that any man 
who rans for any office in the primary plan 
must spend several thousand dollars or he can- 
not be elected. Now we propose to have an 
election, the result of which will not depend 
upon the useof money. The committee met 
and provided how the election should be con- 
ducted. It provided for a primary but not the 
kind ofprimary;that allows fraud and repeating 
Now what is the objection? They say they 
object to going into the bull pen. But that’s 
not it. They object to going out the bull pen 
and not being allowed to come back into it 
again. Here’stherub. They say the voters 
will be penned in. Thisis not so. The voter 
can come out when he pleases, but he cannot 
go back and repeat.

All this talk about 
bull pens, being {corralledin, and like expres- 
sions—a)] this talk ig foolishheess. There is a 
principle involved in this contest which over- 
shadows both Rice eand Hammond, and rather 
than violate our duties as democrats, I would 
see both candidates sink into oblivion. The 
principle is one we must uphold. We must 
stand by the action of the committeeand pre- 
serve the democratic party. Thisis the duty 
of the hour. Mr. Rice has said that he won’t 
submit to the action of the mass meeting, and 
Mr. Hammond says he will abide by the ac- 
tion of the committee, whatever that action 
shall be. Now, whatis your plain duty? It 
is tostand by the committee. Do not be in- 
timidated, but do your duty fearlessly. [Con- 
siderable applause. | 

There were calls for Judge Anderson. 

Judge Hammond said that before Judge 
Anderson began his speech he desired to read 
a short articie in a paper and to make a state- 
ment regarding it. He thereupon read a state- 
ment in a labor paper purporting to have been 
made by him, that he did not expect to get 
the laborers’ votes and relied solely upon the 
support of the better classes. He said the Jan- 
guage ascribed to him was not his; that the 
sentiments were not his, and he repudiated the 
utterance. He said he hada high respect for 
the wage worker and regarded him as a valu- 
able member of society. Judge Hammond’s 
few remarks were received with applause. 

The calls for Judge Anderson were renewed. 

Judge Anderson said that he did not intend 
to speak long. ‘You areina bull-pen,’’ said 
he, ‘‘and I won't keep you here long. I wish 
to say in opening that I have-always voted for 
Mr Frank Kice. I never voted against 
him in my life. I never voted for Judge 
Hammond in my life.”’ [‘‘Why?’’ asked a 
man in the audience.] ‘‘Because,’’ continued 
Judge Anderson, ‘the never ran for any office. 
I want to say something about a _ ticket which 
was nominated in the papers some time ago. 
This ticket wes: Frank Rice for the senate, 
and Clark Howell, Harry, Jackson and Will 
Venable forthe house. This seemed a very 
strong combination and it was thought it 
would win easily. But the people like to 
name the men who are to represent them 
in the legislature. These men 
are clever . men and _ nobody said 
anything against them. When the meeting 
took place in the courthouse and named the 
committee that was to arrange for the election 
the prohibitionists carried the day. That is 
what disturbed the anti-prohibitionists. Judge 
Anderson spoke at some length regarding the 
comuittee, and then he had a few words to 
say about the two candidates. 

‘*This issue presents a curious feature,’’ said 
he. ‘‘The real objection to the plan which 
the committee devised lies not in the bull 
pens, but in the fairness of the plan. It is a 
fair plan. and that is what is objected to.” 
Judge Anderson paid his respects to the M. A“. 
B’s. He said it was impossible for a man to 
be a member of this secret organization and to 
be a democrat at the same time. ‘‘I want to 
say a word about the colored § ques- 
tion. It is recognized that the 
white people of the south are in the 
majority, they possess the wealth and intelli- 
gence and should be in control of the zovern- 
ment. All the taik about colored democrats is 
foolishness. As far as I know there is only 
one colored democrat in Atlanta, and of course 
he ought to be allowed to vote. The other side 
wanted io strike out the word ‘colored,’ but we 
would not consent tothis. We want to pre- 
serve the integrity of the democratic party. 
Now, let us look at the attitude of the two 
candidates. Mr. Hammond says that it is not 
his province to dictate to the committee how 
they shall conduct the election. He says he is 
a candidate and will submit to the action of 
the committee, whether it be a primary or a 
mass meeting. Mr. Rice comes out as a demo- 
cratic candidate, and as the committee devises 
a plan which does not suit him, he refuses to 
be bound by the committee’s action.”’ 

Judge Anderson criticised THe Constitv- 
TION for its position on the buli pens. Then 
he had something to say about the policy of the 
adherents of Mr. Frank Rice. . 

In conclusion Jadge Anderson said: **Dem- 
ocrats, stand by the action of- the committee. 
Do your duty. Don’t be frightened by threats, 
Don’t be intluenced by the action of Cobb 
county. Don’t bedeterred from doing your 
duty by the abuse of the opposition. Let us 
be free men, true men. brave men, daring to 
do right.”” [Great applause. ] 

At this eee several persons in one 
voice moved that the meeting adjourn. The 
motion was carried, and the crowd dispersed.

The annual addresses they contain are from such 
men asthe justices of the g&mpreme court, Judges 
Cooley, Dillon, McCrary. Daniel Dougherty, Gover- 
nor Hoadley, E. J. Phelps, David Dudley Field, cte. 
The essays and papers are almost of equal interest. 
Mr. Hill stated that President Cleveland first met 
and admired Ministers Lawton and Phelps when 
they spoke before the American bar association. 
Asshowing the interest taken in the work of the 
associations by eminent men, he stated that Thomas 
A. Hendricks bad been an active and official mem- 
ber of the Indiana sssociation, David Davis of the 
Illinois, Seymour D. Thompson of the Missouri, 
Melville W. Fuller both of the Chicago and Illinois 
associations. 

Thé@published reporis and answers to the circular 
letter both showed that tht associations had been 
largely successial in promoting law reform and 
raising the standard of the bar by elevating legal 
education, ineulcating ethics and disbarring un- 
worthy lawyers. The address concluded with a se- 
ries ot recommendations to the Georgia association 
based on the success of work done in other quariers. 

Mr. Hill’s address held the exclusive atten- 
tion of his hearers, and was frequently ap- 
plauded. 

Mr. James Bishop, Jr., in behalf of a spocial 
committee charged with considering the rela- 
tions between the Georgia bar association and 
the national bar association, rendered a yvolum- 
inous report setting forth the objects of asso- 
ciation and suggesting the advisability of 
The 
report was read and action upon it was de- 
ferred until the afternoon session. 

Business was suspended, so that Judge 
Thompson, the chosen orator of the association, 
could Geliver his address. Ex-Governor Mc- 
Daniel, Mr. E. W. Martin, and Mr. J. H. 
Lumpkin escorted the orator to the stand. He 
was reecived with warmth. : 

In a few appropriate words the president in- 
troduced Judge Thompson, who pronounced 
an address of great power. 

His opening remarks were: ‘After I had 
madethe rash promise of coming here to ad- 
dress you, other engagements crowded upon 
metosuch an extent that I endeavored to 
back out of it, but your honored president re- 
fused to release me from my engagement, and 
wrote to me to bring silver if I could not 
bring gold. Alas! instead of bringing silver, 
I fear that I have been able to bring no more 
than lead. 

“Tt seems a matter of regret that in a hasty 
preparation I should have been driven to 
choose the dryest of all subjects in the dryest 
of all seasons. And then the thought sud- 
denly flashed across me that there would be 
something quite ont of place in coming to 
Georgia to make an appeal for more justice 
end jess technicality. Here in Georgia you 
have had judges that were able to lift them- 
selves above mere technical conceptions to an 
unusual degree. 

“You hada judgegwhose name was Nisbet, 
whose opinions no* one can study without 
vieasure and profit. They were overywhere 
transfused with the spirit and love of justice. 
They were written inthe best language, and 
abounded in the loftiest conceptions. You had 
another judge named Lumpkin, an old mgn. 
eloquent, a very priest of justice. Ihave bBen 
told that when he delivered his oral judg- 
ments, crowds gathered to hearhim. Suc 
Opinions are — land marks in the 
growth of the law. Such judges are 
an ornament to oer profession and an honor 
to their time. Their labors, best of all, re- 
sulted in the doing of justice. You had an- 
Other citizen whose nani can never be men- 
tioned without honor, who codified your code 
and made law and then died in battle for a 
cause which commended itself to his conscience 
and patriotism. His code will not rank with 
the great codes of antiquity, butas tha fame 
of Napoleon’s code will outlast evcn the mem- 
ery of his battles, so your Cobb, had he lived 
had he achieved the highest distinction in 
arms, could not have built for himself a mon- 
ment more enduring than his code, nor left 
behind a work which could better claim your 
admiration and gratitude.”’ 

Jadge Thompson’s address was heard by all 
With untiagging interest, notwithstanding its 
“reat length. The judge reeeived many com- 
Winments at the close of his oration. 

The association took a recess till 4 o’clock in 
tlie afternoon.

Your committee does not consider it within the 
scope of their appointment to lay down ary riles, 
or even to suggest any, It is hoped, however, that 
the association will appoint acommittee who shall 
be charged with the duty of preparing a Ccompre- 


the bar associations ofsume states, notably Alabama, 
have a code of ethics, 

It has given your committee much concern 
whetier they would not close their report with the 
sugvestion just made. But to bring the matter of 
legal ethics more prominently before the associa- 
tion, your commitiee will call attention to some In- 
fractions of these rules of ethics which may be fairly 
considered as appropriate to their functions, 

A general notice, publicly given, that a person 
has been admitted to the bar, or bas changed his 

lace of business or place ofresidence, has always 

een considered gdmissible. Butitoccurs to your 
committee that the special solicitation of particular 
individuals to become clients ought to be avoided, 
A lawyer ought not to advertise that he is espe- 
cially suited to conduct a certain class of Cases, a8 & 
merchant advertises that he can sell a certain line 
of goods cheaper than his competitors. The re; uta- 
tion end fitness of the lawyer shou:d proceed from 
the court, and not from the notices inspired Dy him 
in the newspapers. 

Akin to this violation of legal ethics are those in- 
direct advertisements for business which are accom- 

lished in a variety of methods. Oneisto procure 
ocal notices of causes pending in 
which the importance of the case, or the 
responsibility of counsel is emphasized. Suc. a 
practice tends to desiroy the diguity of the profes- 
sion and to degrade it. Another method is to ob- 
tain the reportof a cause insach 9» manner as to 
magnify the ability of a lawyer conducting a cer- 
tain side. The disposition of securing these notices 
with the hope of bringing in business is prejudicial 
not oaly to the profession, but also to litigants. No 
true lawyer shonld care forany report of his case 
except ‘he official report made up from the record. 

This committee regret that they feel called uron 
to mention another gross breach of professional 
cthics in the direct sol.citation of business, espec- 
pecially noticeable in damage suits It would seem 
Liat the professional instincts of alawyer ouglt to 
render it unnecessary for this committee or this as- 
sociation to have to stigmatize such conduct as rep- 
rehensible to the last degree. Thatit has become 
necessary, which we presume will not be denied, 
renders it all the more urgent and important that 
vigorous steps be taken by this association to correct 
it either by enlightening the ignorant or punishing 
the vicious, 

Your committee will call attention to another 
matter which ought to be considered as one of seri- 
ous violation ofthe ethicso {i he profession. Law- 
yers are fre uently empioyed to appear betore com- 
mMittees of the legislature, either to advocate or to 
oppose pending legislation, particularly that legis- 
lation pertaining to corporations. Such a practice 
is not only lucrative, but honorable and profes- 
sional from every standpoint. 

Mr. Julius L. Brown, submitted the follow- 
ing: . 

r cordially approve ofallof this repert, except 
such as refers to conduct of attorneys in matters 
before the legislature. I do not think that such 
matters come = before this committee. The 
cases are not similar. The courts decide what the 
law is. The legislature whatit isto be. In the one 
case the matter is finally settled, while in the other 
case, that of the legislative committee, their action 
is not final, but. js subject to further consider- 
ation onthe whole legislature. If the report is 
adopted and made law, noattorney can be heard 
except before the comnnittee of the legislature. In 
matters before the legislature I believe that the at- 
torneys relative to the matter should be fully 
known, and that he shon!id not do any act not 
recognized by honest and honorable men as strictly 
proper. I believe that the act of 1879, founded 
upon the reasons given by the supreme court of the 
United State, fully covers the case. 

JcLius L, Brown. 

It was decided to postpone the consideration 
of the above report till the next annual meet- 
ing of the convention. 

Mr. Walter Gregory read an admirable paper 
on the “Funny Side of the Law,’’ which 
evoked much laughter and applause. The 
theme was handled in a singularly felici- 
tous style, and the address bristled with 
piquant comments and mirthful bon mots. It 
was a successful effort, and Mr. Gregory was 
complimented by many members of the asso- 
ciation. It is regretted that THe ConstiTv- 
TION cannot publish this admirable essay to- 
day. 

Mr. T. J. Chappeil, of Columbus, read a 
scholarly thesis on ‘“‘Open Questions.’”’ This 
paper discovered a vast amount of lega) acu- 
menand laborious. research. Mr. Chappeil 
was warmly applauded and heartily congratu- 
lated.

By Judge W. R. Hammond. 


To the Democrats of Fulton Connty - 

Iam acandidate forthe democratic nomination 
for senator from the thirty-tifth senatorial district. 
Having anounced myselfso, 1 teel bound by the 
action of the duly authorized executive committee. 

That action is criticisedin the leading dailies. 
One ofthem seeksto bring itandthe majority of 
the commitiee into contempt and fidicule by the 
use of epithets. The other, in a dignified and manly 
way, criticises, and callsupon the committee iw 
correct. What the committee will dol know not, 
I only know that I do not seek and have vot sought 
to contro] them, and thatit ismy duty to abide by 
what they order. Any effortto bring into odium 
the action of the committee, and to transfer that 
odium to me,is unfair and uvjust,and must be 
repugnantto the mind ofany man whose highest 
thought isto dea! justly and fairly by hl.s teliow- 
men. 

But [ say, and I say with emphasis, that the effort 
that is being mate to bring the action of the com- 
mittee into contempt and ridicule seems to me to 
be born of an unworthy spirit, and to be nitelly re- 
pugnant to democratic principles. However much
